Meeting  started  at  8:40  a.m. 


I.        Introductions,  Announcements.  Agenda  Changes 


Mr.  William  Harris  noted  that  Dr.  Sandra  Hernandez  was  not  present  as 
scheduled.  He  expressed  frustration  that  Dr.  Hernandez  had  not  notified 
the  group  of  her  inability  to  attend  the  meeting.  Mr.  Harris  added  that  Dr. 
Larry  Meredith  could  not  represent  Dr.  Hernandez  as  he  was  on  vacation. 

Mr.  Harris  asked  Ms.  Sue  Cone  to  request  that  Mr.  Steven  Medberry 
(DPW),  give  a  presentation  on  the  Water  Pollution  Prevention  Program. 
He  would  like  the  presentation  to  take  place  at  ne.xt  month's  meeting. 

Mr.  Popkin  announced  that: 

1.  There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  Alternative  Bayside  Discharge  Project  on 
Saturday.  August  6.  at  9:00  A.M.,  at  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control 
Plant,  Bay  view/Hunter's  Point  Neighborhood: 
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2.  There  will  be  a  full  meeting  of  the  Mayor's  Hunter's  Point  Annex 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  Tuesday,  August  9th  at  9:00  A.M.,  at  the 
Southeast  Community  Facility,  Bayview/Hunler's  Point  Neighborhood; 

3.  There  will  be  a  public  workshop  on  Refining  the  Preliminary  Landuse 
Alternatives  Plan  for  the  Hunter's  Point  Annex  Shipyard  on  Tuesday, 
August  16th,  at  5:30  P.M.,  at  the  Southeast  Community  Facility, 
Bayview/Hunter's  Point  Neighborhood. 

4.  Two  subcommittees,  Landuse  and  Toxics,  of  the  Mayor's  Hunter's 
Point  Annex  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee,  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month  at  8:00  A.M.  and  10:30  A.M.,  respectively,  at  the  Southeast 
Community  Facihty,  Bayview/Hunter's  Point  Neighborhood.  The  next 
meetings  will  be  on  September  16th. 

Mr.  Anthony  Sacco  announced  that  the  draft  Environmental  Impact  Report 
on  Bayside  Discharge  Alternatives  had  been  completed. 

Mr.  Jeremiah  Motak  attended  the  El  Dorado  County  Fair  and  announced 
that  he  had  brochures  on  a  curbside  oil  pick-up  program  that  is  in  place  in 
that  county.  They  are  able  to  use  the  Fire  Stations  as  weekly  collection 
sites  for  used  oil.  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  does  not  offer  this 
service,  and  Mr.  Motak  suggested  that  the  CAO's  office  consider 
implementing  it. 

Mr.  Jerry  Grey  commented  that  San  Francisco  has  a  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  facility  that  is  fully  staffed,  every  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday, 
where  citizens  are  able  to  dispose  of  hazardous  materials,  including  used 
oil. 

Mr.  Harris  said  that  the  problem  of  used  oil  is  being  addressed  at  the  State 
level  by  the  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board.  There  is  a  strong,  new 
program  for  used  oil  recychng  which  is  *"rea]]y  taking  off  in  San 
Francisco.  Citizens  can  get  actual  cash  for  bringing  in  used  oil  to 
designated  facilities. 

Mr.  Howard  Strassner  noted  that  according  to  the  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Collection  Facility  Annual  Report,  the  amount  of  waste  being 
brought  in  is  actually  decreasing. 

Mr.  Harris  circulated  the  renewed  membership  list  of  committee  members 

for  corrections  and  updates. 


After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  to  keep  item  5  on  the  Agenda  even 
though  the  speakers,  Dr.  Hernandez  and  Dr.  Meredith  were  not  present. 

Minutes  of  the  last  Advisory  Committee  meeting  were  approved. 


Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

Ms.  Sue  Cone  is  working  on  a  project  with  San  Francisco  City  College 
which  is  giving  a  certificate  program  in  Hazardous  Materials  Management. 
An  individual  who  works  for  a  consulting  firm  in  the  City  volunteered  to 
teach  the  class.  He  will  divide  his  class  into  four  groups  and  try  to  solicit 
businesses  that  need  to  comply  with  the  Hazardous  Materials  Ordinance. 
The  student  interns  will  assist  the  businesses  in  registering  with  the  City. 
The  students  gain  experience  in  Hazardous  Materials  and  the  businesses 
get  free  consulting  services.  Ms.  Cone  has  agreed  to  give  participadng 
businesses  a  short  extension  in  their  time  frame  by  which  to  reply  to  the 
Hazardous  Materials  registration  requirements.  This  is  a  pilot  project  and 
all  are  hopeful  that  it  will  succeed. 

Pac  Bell  has  donated  two  lap  top  computers  to  the  Fire  Department.  One 
will  be  kept  on  the  Fire  Boat  and  the  other  on  the  HAZ  MAT  Rig.  The 
main  computer  will  be  used  on  the  Fire  Boat  with  the  reasoning  that  in  the 
event  of  a  disaster,  the  safest  place  will  be  on  the  Bay.  The  two  computers 
will  be  set  up  to  interface  with  one  another.  The  Fire  Department  will 
meet  with  HAZ  MAT  sometime  this  week  to  figure  out  how  to  download 
emergency  response  information  from  our  computers.  Mr.  Jerry  Grey 
added  that  they  are  "state  of  the  art"  computers  and  that  this  is  a  big  step  in 
the  right  direction,  although  the  City  is  still  lacking  necessary  equipment 
such  as  cellular  telephones. 

Ms.  Cone  introduced  Mr.  Jim  Brehmer  and  Mr.  Bill  Dorgan.  Mr. 
Brehmer's  position  is  covered  by  Toxic's  budget  and  Mr.  Dorgan's  by 
Environmental  Health.  As  well  as  being  a  computer  expert.  Mr.  Brehmer 
has  previous  Hazardous  Materials  experience. 

Mr.  Patrick  Fosdahl,  a  Senior  Environmental  Health  Inspector  for  the 
permitting  section,  is  the  lead  inspector  at  UCSF.  The  University  has 
recently  hired  30  Safety  Advisors  to  work  in  their  different  departments. 
Mr.  Fosdahl  met  with  the  Advisors  and  gave  a  presentation  on  hazardous 
materials  management. 


Hazerdous  Materials  staff  is  also  in  the  process  of  inspecting  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital.  It  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this 
program  that  the  Hospital  has  been  inspected.  The  problem  has  been 
confusion  over  which  areas  are  in  the  jurisdiction  of  UCSF  and  which  fall 
under  that  of  the  City.  Mr.  Fosdahl  along  with  other  staff  members,  were 
able  to  make  the  differentiation  and  proceed.  Staff  is  quite  impressed  with 
the  cooperation  they  have  received  and  the  promptness  with  which  the 
violations  are  corrected. 

The  amendment  to  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  and  Safety 
Code,  which  includes  changes  related  to  the  medical  society  and  the  dental 
society,  along  with  the  fee  changes,  was  passed  at  the  Health  Commission 
on  Tuesday  and  will  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  some  time 
in  September. 

Many  changes  are  taking  place  at  the  State  level,  including  SB  1082  which 
was  signed  approximately  a  year  ago.  The  legislation  calls  for  the 
consolidation  of  six  hazardous  materials/hazardous  waste  programs,  .^n 
implementation  advisory  committee  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
developing  regulations  which  will  dictate  how  the  consolidation  will  take 
place.  Administering  agencies  such  as  the  Health  Department  (Hazardous 
Materials),  will  be  called  "CUPA's",  (Consolidated  Unified  Program 
Agencies).  Each  agency  must  apply  to  be  a  CUPA,  and  under  the  new- 
legislation  there  will  be  increased  oversight  by  the  State.  Application  to 
become  a  CUPA  is  broken  down  into  quarters.  The  five  larger  counties. 
Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego  and  Santa  Barbara  will  be 
applying  in  the  last  quarter,  January  of  1996.  The  other  three  quarters  are 
still  open  and  will  be  divided  among  the  remaining  counties  in  order  of 
those  most  organized  in  their  applications.  San  Francisco  will  most  likely 
have  to  apply  by  the  first  quarter,  March  31st  of  1995.  Ms.  Cone  is  having 
difficulty  obtaining  information  necessary  to  apply. 

An  umbrella  organization  is  currently  forming  to  oversee  all  Hazardous 
Materials  Professionals.  Membership  is  to  include  individuals  from  any 
government  agency  that  is  involved  with  hazardous  materials  management 
or  regulation.  This  will  be  an  invaluable  source  of  information  for 
participants. 

Mr.  Scott  Nakamura,  who  runs  the  Hazardous  Waste  Program,  and  his 
staff  are  working  on  developing  a  nev.-  ordinance  for  enforcement  of  the 
Hazardous  Waste  regulations.  The  ordinance  should  raise  revenue  for  the 


City  which  is  currently  collected  by  the  State.  Mr.  Nakamura  will  update 
the  HMAC  on  his  progress  at  a  date  in  the  near  future. 

Ms.  Aurea  Luis-Carnes  asked  if  the  group  was  aware  of  the  expansion  of 
the  UCSF  facility  at  parcel  8  at  Hunter's  Point,  and  why  they  hired  so 
many  Safety  Advisors.  Ms.  Cone  responded  that  she  was  not  aware  of  the 
expansion  and  that  the  reason  for  the  number  of  Safety  Advisors  was 
probably  determined  by  the  amount  of  work  the  University  felt  had  to  be 
done.  Ms.  Luis  Carnes  explained  that  there  is  a  problem  at  the  Annex 
because  they  are  in  negotiations  with  the  Navy  and  she  wondered  what  all 
the  Safety  Advisors  would  be  doing.  Ms.  Cone  responded  that  the 
Advisors  had  their  work  cut  out  at  UCSF  and  would  not  be  involved  in  the 
expansion. 

III.  CAP  Update  -  Elahe'  Enssani 

Ms.  Enssani  reported  that  she  had  sent  out  the  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Annual  Report  along  with  fact  sheets  she  handed  out  which  pertain 
to  painting  contractors,  automotive  repair  shops,  autobody  repair  shops  and 
printers.  Ms.  Enssani  added  that  there  will  be  a  one  day  collection  event 
on  Sunday,  August  7th.  She  also  had  a  list  of  centers  which  accept  used 
oil.  Ms.  Enssani  added  that  the  CAO's  office  has  been  following  up  with 
businesses  in  order  to  determine  the  amounts  in  which  they  have  been  able 
to  reduce  their  hazardous  waste.  Mr.  Harris  asked  Ms.  Enssani  to  find  out 
what,  if  anything,  the  City  is  doing  with  regard  to  oil  pollution  at  the 
Marina.  Ms.  Enssani  will  look  into  it.  She  also  reported  that  a  consultant 
has  compiled  a  list  of  TSDF's  (Treatment,  Storage  and  Disposal  Facility) 
for  the  CAO's  office. 

Mr.  Neil  Gendel  discussed  problems  with  painting  contractors  coming  into 
contact  with  the  large  amounts  of  lead  paint  that  exist  in  the  City.  There  is 
a  pilot  program  in  the  City  that  serves  to  teach  people  how  to  safely 
remove  lead  paint  and  Mr.  Gendel  believes  this  program  should  serve  as  a 
model  to  the  State.  He  suggested  that  Ms.  Enssani  get  in  contact  with  the 
State  regarding  this  program. 

IV.  Sanitary  Fill  Update  -  Paul  Fresina 

Mr.  Paul  Fresina  was  not  present.  Mr.  Harris  had  hoped  to  hear  how  the 
current  expansion  plan  was  progressing  in  terms  of  the  EIR  process,  and 
asked  that  a  note  be  sent  to  Mr.  Fresina  requesting  a  report  on  the  upgrade 


and  expansion  plan  of  the  Sanitary  Fill  facilities,  as  well  as  the  household 
and  commercial  programs.  An  EIR  committee  is  in  place  and  a  consultant 
has  been  hired  to  represent  the  committee  in  the  consolidation.  Ms.  Cone 
will  draft  a  letter  to  Sanitary  Fill  requesting  a  report. 

Mr.  Jerry  Grey  reported  that  he  had  participated  in  an  quarterly  emergency 
exercise  with  Sanitary  fill  and  that  it  had  been  excellently  run. 

Mr.  Jerry  Motak  stated  that  the  EIR  for  the  Sanitary  Fill  expansion  is 
available  to  the  public  at  the  Department  of  City  Planning. 

Toxics/BEH  Consolidation 

Mr.  Harris  informed  the  group  that  Mr.  Bill  Lee  has  been  moved  to  the 
Human  Resources  Department,  and  that  Toxics'  staff  is  now  reporting  to 
Dr.  Larry  Meredith  until  the  consolidation  is  complete.  Mr.  Strassner 
stated  that  one  of  the  most  important  reasons  for  opposing  the 
consolidation  was  that  the  productive  move  would  have  been  to  combine 
the  departments  of  Hazardous  Materials  and  Hazardous  Waste.  Mr.  Harris 
and  Mr.  Strassner  met  with  members  of  the  HAZ  MAT  staff  to  prepare  for 
this  item  when  it  was  still  believed  that  Dr.  Hernandez  would  be  in 
attendance.  Members  of  the  sub-committee  and  the  HM  staff  agree  that 
change  can  be  productive.  Among  the  questions  raised  were: 
Is  it  reasonable  to  mix  a  department  that  is  involved  in  very  complex  and 
risky  assessment  issues  with  a  division  involved  with  other  issues  that  do 
not  coincide  with  those  qualifications; 

If  it  is  befitting  to  combine  those  two  departments,  what  type  of  significant 
costs  would  be  involved  in  cross-training  of  staff  who  currently  perform 
such  unlike  duties, 

Who  will  direct  the  consolidation  and  will  that  decision  be  solely  based  on 
a  Civil  Service  test  designed  many  years  ago,  and  does  not  address  issues 
involved  in  the  Department  of  Hazardous  Materials  as  it  exists  today,  and 
tlnally, 

Will  the  resolution  that  the  Committee  writes  be  directed  to  the  Health 
Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  to  Dr.  Hernandez. 

Ms.  Cone  reported  that  there  was  a  work  group  of  independent  individuals 
from  the  Health  Department,  as  well  as  two  people  from  Environmental 
Health  and  two  representatives  from  Toxics,  (Ms.  Cone  and  Mr.  Scott 
Nakamura).  This  group  crafted  the  consolidation  plan  but  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  selection  of  the  director.  Dr.  Hernandez  has  indicated  that  she 


plans  to  reconvene  this  Consolidation  Committee  to  include  neighborhood 
groups.  She  was  to  have  attended  the  August  meeting  in  order  to  get  input 
from  the  HMAC.  Dr.  Hernandez  did  attend  a  meeting  with  the  full  staff 
shortly  after  the  decision  had  been  made  to  consolidate.  Subsequently  she 
announced  that  the  consolidation  would  be  postponed.  Dr.  Meredith  then 
met  with  Haz  Mat  and  Haz  Waste  individually,  and  advised  that 
consolidation  would  take  place  within  one  month;  that  would  have  meant 
at  the  end  of  July. 

Ms.  Cone  met  with  Dr.  Meredith  in  the  beginning  of  this  week  at  which 
point  Dr.  Meredith  stated  that  it  would  probably  be  one  more  month, 
approximately  the  end  of  August.  At  some  point  in  that  interim  Dr. 
Hernandez  met  with  the  program  managers  who  expressed  their  concerns, 
among  which  were  fears  of  repercussions  due  to  their  attendance  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  Committee  hearing  on  the  subject  of  Consolidation 
and  the  dismissal  of  Mr.  Bill  Lee.  Dr.  Hernandez  assured  the  group  that 
there  would  be  no  problems  in  that  regard.  She  conceded  that  Mr.  Lee  was 
probably  the  most  qualified  person  for  the  position  of  Director,  but  that  the 
decision  was  dictated  by  Civil  Service  rules.  She  will  continue  to  talk  to 
community  groups,  but  intends  to  go  forward  with  the  consolidation  as 
planned. 

Mr.  Grey  attended  a  meeting  with  Dr.  Hernandez  and  Dr.  Meredith  in 
which  he  expressed  his  concerns  and  disappointment  that  the  Toxics 
program  was  to  lose  Mr.  Lee.  His  concern  is  in  maintaining  the  integrity 
and  morale  of  the  team  that  Mr.  Lee  so  aptly  assembled  and  trained.  Mr. 
Grey  advised  Dr.  Hernandez  that  people  involved  in  the  Hazardous 
Materials  Program  were  out  exploring  other  employment  opportunities. 
He  was  impressed  with  the  Dr.'s  ability  to  listen  and  also  with  her 
unwillingness  to  commit  to  anything.  Shortly  after  the  meciing  there  was  a 
SFFD  training  for  the  DPH  and  Mr.  Grey  was  pleased  that  Dr.  Meredith 
participated,  as  well  as  Mr.  Ben  Gale.  Their  attendance  seemed  to  show  a 
commitment  that  the  new  command  intends  to  take  the  H.M.  program 
seriously.  Mr.  Richard  Lee  also  participated  in  the  event.  Mr.  Grey 
conveyed  a  comment  by  Dr.  Hernandez  to  the  effect  that  there  is  no  way 
she  could  fire  someone  who  has  not  done  anything  wrong  and  is  doing  a 
fine  job. 

Mr.  Harris  made  clear  that  neither  he  nor  the  Committee  takes  a  position 
against  Mr.  Gale  personally  or  as  a  manager  for  Environment  Health.  It  is 
simply  a  matter  of  Mr.  Lee  being  the  most  qualified  candidate  for  the  job. 
Much  of  Mr.  Harris'  aggravation  stemmed  from  the  fact  that  the 


Committee  had  been  left  out  of  the  entire  process  which  insulted  him.  The 
Committee  had  every  right  to  be  a  part  of  the  process  and  should  still  take 
a  formal  stand. 

Mr.  Strassner  said  the  State  proposed  area  of  consolidation  will  make  for  a 
larger  charge  for  the  HMAC.  There  are  over  twenty  State  and  Federal 
laws  that  the  Department  must  adhere  to,  of  which,  perhaps.  Dr. 
Hernandez  may  not  have  been  aware.  Mr.  Strassner  "roughly"  moved  that 
the  HMAC  provide  Dr.  Hernandez  and  the  Health  Commission  with  the 
new  informadon  and  possibly,  to  draft  a  charter  amendment  creating  a  new 
commission  to  oversee  environmental  issues.  The  proposal  should  include 
the  recommendation  that  Mr.  Lee  be  retained. 

Ms.  Cone  discussed  SB-1082  and  SB-1 185.  In  accordance  with  these  new 
laws,  San  Francisco,  will  have  to  apply  to  the  State  to  become  a  CUPA.  A 
CUPA  is  an  agency  empowered  and  required  by  the  State  to  enforce  six 
laws  pertaining  to  hazardous  materials  those  being:  above  ground  tanks; 
underground  storage;  business  plans,  risk  management  and  prevention 
plans  (RMPP's);  article  80  of  the  Fire  Code  and  hazardous  waste  generator 
inspecdon.  Participating  agencies  (PA's)  such  as  the  Fire  Department,  will 
work  under  the  CUPA.  Ms.  Cone  suggested  that  there  be  one  person 
responsible  for  the  areas  in  the  Health  Department  which  would  fall  under 
the  CUPA.  Mr.  Harris  believes  that  under  the  new  consolidation  plan  all 
of  these  divisions  will  become  scattered  rather  than  more  united.  Mr.  Grey 
asked  if  these  recommendations  for  consolidation  came  from  Bill  Lee.  Ms. 
Cone  responded  that  the  current  presentation  represents  approximately 
ninety  percent  of  Mr.  Lee's  proposal,  but  added  that  this  was  all  discussed 
when  it  was  assumed  that  Mr.  Lee  would  be  the  Director  and  would 
oversee  the  consolidation. 

Mr.  Popkin  said  it  would  be  childish  to  come  back  and  criticiz^^  the 
consolidation  just  because  we  did  not  get  our  way  when  it  came  to  the 
directorship. 

Mr.  Gendel  countered  that  from  the  outset  "we  were  told  that  both  Mr.  Lee 
and  Mr.  Ben  Gale  were  on  level  playing  fields  so  we  did  not  act.  That  was 
never  the  case." 

Ms.  Reitman  advised  the  Committee  that  the  consolidation  was  mandated 
and  that  Dr.  Hernandez  could  have  asked  the  committee's  opinion  but  that 
it  would  not  have  mattered.  There  was  also  a  mandate  to  provide  cross- 
training  between  the  two  departments  which  directly  contradicts  the  State 


mandate  for  CUPAs.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  has  raised  its  own 
consolidation  of  two  unrelated  bureaus  above  the  State  mandated 
consolidation  to  further  combine  related  issues  such  as  hazardous  waste 
and  hazardous  materials.  This  would  be  an  important  issue  to  discuss  with 
Dr.  Hernandez  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  cross-train  two  dissimilar 
bureaus. 

Aurea  Luis-Carnes  stressed  that  she  did  not  think  the  Civil  Service  Test  or 
the  selection  process  was  fair. 

Many  Committee  members  condnued  to  be  very  upset  over  the  choice  of 
Mr.  Ben  Gale  over  Mr.  Bill  Lee,  and  much  heated  discussion  followed. 

Mr.  Gendel  is  the  Chair  of  Mission  Bay  Hazardous  Waste  Investigation 
and  Remediation  Advisory  Committee  which  focuses  on  the  removal  of 
hazardous  waste  from  Mission  Bay,  and  was  created  out  of  the 
Development  Agreement  legislation  that  authorized  the  City  to  go  forward 
with  the  Catellus  Corporation  to  develop  Mission  Bay.  This  committee 
has  written  a  resolution  regarding  the  consolidation  and  the  dismissal  of 
Mr.  Lee,  which  Mr.  Gendel  will  provide  to  the  HMAC.  Included  in  the 
resolution  is  the  fact  that  there  is  no  consolidated  budget  for  cross-training. 

There  was  a  motion  to  draft  a  resolution  to  Dr.  Hernandez  opposing 
consolidation  and  lamenting  the  loss  of  Mr.  Bill  Lee  and  to  vote  on  it  at  the 
September  meeting  of  the  HMAC. 

The  motion  was  passed  with  three  dissenting  votes. 

There  was  a  second  motion  to  write  a  letter  to  Dr.  Hernandez  asking  her  to 
defer  consolidation  until  the  HMAC  has  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  her. 

The  motion  was  passed  with  one  dissenting  vote.

Introductions  were  made. 


Mr.  Eugene  Lau  (UCSF)  asked  the  committee  secretary*  to  make  a  change 
in  the  September  minutes  to  reflect  the  correct  title  of  the  previously 
referred  to  Radiation  Safety  Officers,  to  Depanmental  Safety  Advisors. 

Minutes  of  the  last  Advisory  Committee  meeting  were  approved. 


11.       Departmental  Update  -  Dr.  Sandra  Hernandez 

Dr.  Hernandez  reported  that  she  will  be  holding  a  hearing  at  the  Health 
Commission  on  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  the  Environment  State 
of  the  City  Report.  A  work  group  is  being  reconvened  to  consider 
recommendations  regarding  changes  in  the  Bureaus  of  Toxics  and 
Environmientai  Health. 

Dr.  Hernandez  requested  that  the  H\LA.C  choose  a  member  to  represent  the 
committee  in  the  work  group.  The  group  will  decide  on  issues  such  as  in 
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which  areas  it  is  reasonable  to  perform  cross-training,  along  with  changes 
required  to  conform  with  State  legislation.  The  Health  Department  has 
suffered  budget  cuts  of  70  million  dollars  over  the  last  four  years,  and  is 
under  serious  salary  savings  mandates  for  ¥Y  95/96.  In  light  of  these 
budgetary  concerns,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  fill  vacant  posidons.  The 
work  group  will  be  called  upon  by  administradon  to  give  input  during  the 
annual  budget  hearings  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Dr.  Hernandez 
stressed  the  importance  of  public  advocacy  widi  regard  to  issues  and  not 
choice  of  managers.  She  requested  that  people  organize  themselves  to 
address  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  importance  of  pubhc  safety  issues 
such  as  waste  sites  in  the  City. 

With  regard  to  the  concerns  about  loss  of  expertise  in  the  department  of 
Toxics  with  the  departure  of  Mr.  Bill  Lee,  Dr.  Hernandez  stated  that  Mr. 
Lee  will  be  retained  one-  quarter  time  to  oversee  the  clean-up  surrounding 
base  closures.  Mr.  Lee  will  continue  on  this  basis  for  the  next  six  to 
twelve  months,  at  which  time  his  job  duties  will  be  reevaluated. 

Dr.  Hernandez  stated  that  Dr.  Larry  Meredith  is  currently  in  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Toxics  and  Mr.  Ben  Gale  is  responsible  for  the  Bureau  of 
Environmental  Health.  Mr.  Gale  placed  first  on  the  Civil  Ser\'ice  exam, 
and  Dr.  Hernandez  is  hopeful  that  given  the  opponunity,  he  will  prove  to 
be  a  good  manager  of  the  Bureau  of  Toxics.  She  added  that  the 
department  of  Toxics  was  far  from  being  self  sustaining.  WTien  quesdoned 
about  Mr.  Bill  Lee's  ouster.  Dr.  Hernandez  responded  that  she  could  not 
justify  paying  two  people  for  one  job  descripuon,  and  that  Civil  Service 
rules  dictated  the  choice  of  Mr.  Gale  for  die  posidon. 

Dr.  Hernandez  communicated  her  observadon  that  the  DPH  has 
historically  kept  its  employees  in  the  same  posidons  for  years  on  end.  and 
said  that  she  would  like  to  give  employees  the  opportunity  to  move  and 
grow. 

Administrative  Update  -  Dr.  Larrv  Meredith 

Dr.  Larry  Meredidi  reiterated  diat  the  95/96  budget  process  is  under  way. 
and  that  he  will  be  involved  in  the  work  group  which  is  currendy  being 
formed.  He  looks  forward  to  input  and  feedback  that  the  H^L^C  will 
provide.  The  group  may  include  a  representative  from  the  City  Attorney's 
office,  as  the  State's  process  must  be  factored  in  to  the  recommenda:: cr.- 
made. 


Dr.  Meredith  also  reported  that  there  had  been  concern  on  the  part  ot  the 
Health  Commission,  about  the  timeliness  of  the  H\L-\C  .-Vnnual  Report,  as 
well  as  the  length  of  the  document.  A  summary  version  of  the  report  was 
developed  by  Hazardous  Materials  Division  staff  and  distributed  for 
HMAC  member  review. 


Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

Ms.  Sue  Cone  announced  that  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  the 
Environment  will  hear  the  Hazardous  Materials  section  of  the  Stare  of  the 
City  report  at  the  State  Building  on  October  1 1th,  at  6:00  P.M.  Super/isor 
Kevin  Shelly  has  called  for  a  hearing  to  address  contaminated  sites  in  the 
City,  which  will  take  place  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sub-committee. 
Health,  Safety  and  the  Environment  on  Tuesday,  October  25th,  10:00 
A.M.,  in  room  228  of  City  Hall. 

Ms.  Cone  stated  that  it  was  with  difficulty  she  had  to  announce  Ms.  Pam 
Reitman's  resignation,  and  read  a  short  statement  from  Ms.  Reitman  to  the 
Committee. 

^'Ir.  Howard  Strassner  moved  that  the  committee  send  a  letter  to  .Ms. 
Reitman  expressing  its  appreciation  for  the  contribudons  she  has  made  by 
having  participated  in  the  HMAC-  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

CAO  Update  -  Elahe^  Ensanni 

This  report  was  tabled,  as  Ms.  Elahe'  Ensanni  had  to  respond  to  an 
emergency  at  a  Bart  stadon.  Ms.  Ensaimi  left  a  sheet  wiLh  the  following 
announcements: 

1.  The  CAO's  office  is  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  fact  sheet  on  the 
Senior  Engineer  Corp.  contract.  Ms.  Ensanni  will  distribute  the  document 
at  next  month's  meeting. 

2.  The  second  phase  of  the  Senior  Engineer  Corp.  is  near  completion,  and 
should  be  implemented  in  December. 

3.  The  CAO's  office  supports  the  proposal  by  Sanitarv-  Fill  to  add  more 
days  to  its  drop-off  schedule. 


VI.      Sanitary-  Fill  Update  -  Paul  Fresina 


Mr.  Paul  Fresina  distributed  a  flyer  entitled  "1995  Operational  Issues" 
which  addressed  the  following  items: 

1.  The  VSQG  Pilot  Program  appointments  will  be  offered  on  more  days, 
but  with  fewer  appointments  per  day.  Often,  when  the  DPH  does 
inspections,  they  refer  people  to  the  VSQG  program.  Increasing  the 
frequency  of  days  may  help  businesses  to  get  in  compliance  in  a  timely 
fashion. 

2.  Sanitary  Fill  will  be  purchasing  puncturing  equipment  in  order  to 
process  aerosol  cans.  This  plan  has  been  approved  by  bo±  the  Bay  .•\rea 
Air  Quality  Management  District  and  Cal-EPA's  Department  of  Toxic 
Substances  Control. 

3.  Sanitary  Fill  has  hired  an  architect^engineer  to  design  shelves  for  drums 
in  the  storage  area  of  the  facility. 

A  motion  was  made  to  go  on  record  as  supporting  the  proposed  increase  in 
days  open  for  disposal.  The  motion  passed  unanimously,  and  at  next 
month's  HMAC  meeting  it  will  be  decided  when  to  send  it  on  to  the  Board 
-of  Supervisors  and  the  Local  Assessment  Committee. 

VII.  Hazardous  Materials  Annual  Report  -  Terry  Motak 

Mr.  Jerry  Motak  asked  members  to  take  copies  of  the  .Annual  Report  for 
review  and  recommendations  for  its  consolidation.  Ms.  Cone  distributed 
an  abbreviated  version  of  the  repon  for  members  to  consider  adopting.

II.       DPH  Update  -  Dr.  Larrv  Meredith 


Dr.  Meredith  reported  that  the  budget  process  is  underway,  and  he  doesn't 
expect  any  reductions  in  the  Bureaus  of  Toxics  or  Environmental  Health. 

The  HMAC  will  be  receiving  a  letter  from  the  Director's  office,  reonp^^rin^ 
that  the  committee  choose  a  representative  for  a  work  gir;  , 
will  review  the  restructuring  of  the  Bureaus  of  Toxics  and  Environmental 
Health,  as  well  as  the  impact  of  the  CUPA  law  on  City  Government,  cross- 
training  within  the  department,  and  the  review  of  earlier  work  group 
recommendations . 
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The  Garage  at  24th  and  Utah  streets  continues  to  be  a  controversial  issue. 
The  costs  of  mitigation  have  increased  dramatically  (from  1.6  million  to  4 
million  dollars),  and  the  Departments  of  Traffic,  Health  and  MUNI  are 
looking  at  ways  to  share  costs.  The  General  Fund  will  have  to  be  tapped  in 
order  to  resolve  the  problem  and  complete  the  project. 

III.  Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

Mr.  Jin  Tang,  an  inspector  for  the  Bureau  of  Toxics,  has  been  helping 
Chinese  business  owners  with  language  barriers  to  come  into  compliance 
with  the  City  Ordinance.  Recently,  a  business  owner  sent  a  letter  to 
Mayor  Frank  Jordan,  commending  Mr.  Tang's  efforts.  Ms.  Sue  Cone 
shared  the  letter  with  the  Committee. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco,  Regional  Environmental  Business  Resource 
and  Assistance  Center  (REBRAC),  and  Lawrence  Livermore  National 
Laboratory  co-sponsored  a  workshop  regarding  Environmental 
Compliance.  Ms.  Cone  gave  a  presentation  on  our  program,  and 
distributed  the  registration  packet.  One  of  the  sponsors,  who  has  been 
leading  these  conferences  all  over  the  State,  noted  that  ours  is  the  most 
well  organized,  streamlined  program  he  had  seen. 

The  Bureau  of  Toxics  is  down  four  positions.  Ms.  Cone  displayed  a  chart 
which  compares  revenues  for  the  last  three  years.  She  expects  the  next 
report  to  parallel  that  of  two  years  ago,  as  registration  is  renewed  on  a 
biennial  basis. 

Ms.  Cone  also  gave  a  brief  presentation  on  a  new  database  designed  to 
track  inspections. 

Mr.  Bill  Lee  has  been  appointed  to  a  Federal  Committee  named  EPA  DOD 
(Department  of  Defense)  Federal  Facility  and  Environmental  Dialouge 
Committee. 

IV.  Selection  of  Representative  to  Director's  Consolidation  Committee 

Action  was  delayed  on  the  selection  of  the  representative,  awaiting  a  kv 
from  the  Director.  This  item  will  appear  on  next  month's  agenda.  Mr.  Neil 
Gendel  moved  that  the  Com^mittee  request  information  regarding  the 
composition  of  the  work  group.

2.  There  is  an  existing  statute  in  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requiring 
consolidation  of  Haz  Mat,  Haz  Waste  and  the  Above-ground  Tank  program 
emergency  response  plans. 

3.  If  the  DPH  were  to  become  cenified  as  a  CUP.A  it  would  result  in  higher  fees 
to  businesses. 

It  was  moved  that  the  HMAC  take  a  formal  position  supporting  the  exemption. 
The  motion  failed  because  the  group  felt  it  needed  more  information  before  going 
on  record  with  a  position. 

V.  CAP  Update  -  Dr.  Elahe'  Knssani 

On  January  26th,  representatives  from  Chesron  held  a  press  conference  to 
announce  that  14  of  their  San  Francisco  sites  will  provide  waste  oil  collection 

services.

Resolution-Implementation  of  Health  Code  §1625 
The  Hazardous  Materials  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  (Committee)  finds  that: 

1.  Health  Code  §1625,  effective  on  January  22,  1993,  provides  that: 

.  . .  (w)ithin  one  year  from  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  (Januan,  21.1 994 1  the  Director 
(of  the  Department  of  Public  Health)  shall  develop  and  implement  a  program  to  identity  all 
non-housing  sites  within  the  City  which  are  likely  to  expose  children  to  lead  poisoning,  to  be 
known  as  lead  hazard  sites.  The  director  shall  provide  public  notice  of  each  lead  hazard  site 
to  the  community  in  which  the  site  is  located.  The  notice  shall  describe  the  lead  hazard  Mtc. 
the  hazard  to  children,  the  steps  the  Department  intends  to  take  to  reduce  lead  hazard  e\ lei- 
sure and  the  timetable  for  taking  those  steps.  The  notice  shall  include  a  contact  person  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

2.  It  is  early  April,  1995,  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  health  has  not  developed, 
nor  has  it  implemented  the  program  called  for  in  Health  Code  §  1625. 

3.  Lead  poisoning  is  a  serious  disease  in  San  Francisco.  Appro.ximately      of  the  children  tested 
in  the  City's  Child  Health  and  Disabihty  Prevention  program  have  elevated  blood  lead  levels.  But 
lead  poisoning  is  preventable  if  young  children  can  be  protected  against  unnecessary  e.xposurcs  like 
those  on  non-housing  sites  referred  to  in  Health  Code  §  1625. 

4.  There  are  numerous  abandoned  industrial  and  commercial  sites  on  private  property  in  area.s  like 
Bay  view-Hunter's  Point  which  probably  contain  lead  and  other  hazardous  wastes  based  on  their 
past  uses,  e.g.  paint  and  battery  factories,  auto  wrecking  yards  and  more. 

5.  The  entire  City  owes  a  great  debt  to  the  residents  of  areas  like  Bayvie\v-Hunter"s  Point  for  \\\ - 
ing  next  to  a  number  of  businesses  that  benefited  all  of  us  but  which  left  behind  potentially  con- 
taminated sites  which  may  be  dangerous  to  their  health. 

6.  The  funds  needed  to  implement  Health  Code  §  1625  should  come  from  the  City"s  entire  budget, 
not  just  from  the  Health  Department's  portion  of  that  budget. 

Now,  therefore,  the  Committee  resolves  that: 

1.  Before  implementing  Health  Code  §1625.  the  Department  must  submit  the  proposed  program 
to  the  Committee  and  the  Lead  Poisoning  Prevention  Citizens  Advisor.'  Cominittee  for  review  and 
advise  no  more  than  30  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  this  resolution. 

2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  must  fully  and  effectively  impleinent  Health 
Code  §1625  immediately  after  review  by  the  two  committees. 

3.  The  Department  should  seek  payment  for  the  costs  of  implementing  the  program  called  for  in 
Health  Code  §1625  from  other  city  agencies  and  the  owners  of  the  non-housing  sites  which  are 
identified  by  the  program  implemented  by  the  Department.

We  have  completed  about  90%  of  the  work  needed  for  our  application  to  the  Department 
of  Toxic  Substances  Control  for  Certification  as  a  Unified  Program  Agency  (CUPA).  In 
as  much  as  the  actual  application  is  rather  lengthy,  we  have  summarized  it  for  your 
review.  In  those  cases  where  more  detailed  information  would  be  helpful,  additional 
documentation  has  been  attached.  If  you  would  like  further  information  or 
documentation  for  any  of  the  application  items  or  if  you  have  any  questions  about  the 
enclosed  documents,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  me  at  554-2733  prior  to  the  HMAC 
meeting  on  April  6th.

SUMlNiARY  OF  THE  APPLICATIOiN  FOR 
CERTIFICATIOiN  AS  A 
UNIFIED  PROGRAM  AGENCY 

The  application  for  certification  as  a  Unified  Program  Agency  is  comprised  of  several 
sections.  It  is  aimed  at  describing  the  applicant  agency's  programs  and  procedures  that 
will  allow  it  to  function  as  a  CUPA  and  carryout  elements  as  mandated  by  SB  1082. 

General  Approach  to  Becoming  a  Certified  Unified  Program  Agency 
All  of  the  work  currently  performed  by  Hazardous  Materials  Program  (HMP)  staff  falls 
within  the  scope  of  the  CUPA  except  for  the  activities  performed  by  the  LOP  staff  One 
PTE  from  the  Hazardous  Waste  Program  (HWP)  is  devoted  to  hazardous  waste  generator 
inspections,  another  CUPA  element.  Our  approach  eventually  will  be  to  have  H.MP  staff 
crossed  trained  to  perform  HVV  inspections  and  vice  versa,  thus  reducing  the  redundancy 
for  businesses  in  complying  with  HW  and  HM  regulations.  Staff  will  coordinate 
inspection  activities  with  the  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  (RWQCB)  for  those 
businesses  that  have  above  ground  petroleum  storage  tanks.  The  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  already  has  a  consolidated  program  regarding  fire  inspections  relating  to 
hazardous  materials  in  that  DPH  works  closely  with  the  Fire  Department  and  has  a  Fire 
Inspector  on  staff  in  the  HMP.

Current  administrative  staff  for  activities  included  in  the  CUPA  program  is  4.0  PTEs.  Based  upon 
work  load  analysis  at  current  staffing  levels  and  with  current  operating  procedures  we  have 
determined  that  there  exists  an  administrative  staffing  shortfall  of  approximately  1.5  FTE. 
Depending  on  work  load,  professional  staff  are  occasionally  required  to  perform  activities 
normally  performed  by  administrative  staff.  Hiring  constraints  based  upon  current  budgetary 
considerations  exist  and  are  an  obstacle  to  creating  and  staffing  another  position.  Future 
budgetary  planning  strategy  will  include  concerted  efforts  to  acquire  additional  administrative 
staffing.  Furthermore,  as  operations  become  increasingly  automated  and  electronic  data  transfer 
becomes  the  norm,  we  anticipate  that  time  required  to  track,  notify  and  process  annual 
submissions  will  decrease.

As  a 
result  of  this  evaluation,  goals  may  shift  during  the  year  depending  on  vacancies,  progress  of 
cross  training,  and  other  program  demands  such  as  the  number  of  UST  cl()^'J^c^  that  are 
occurring.  However,  inspection  frequency  will  not  drop  below  that  which  is  listed  in  the 
inspection  frequency  table,  below.  Furthermore,  we  anticipate  that  the  time  required  for  each 
type  of  inspection  will  decrease  as  staff  is  cross  trained  and  becomes  more  familiar  with  the 
facilities.

This  inspection  plan  requires  that  in.spectional  staff  perform  a  maximum  of  19  business 
inspections  per  month  for  those  individuals  who  spend  at  least  70%  of  their  time  on  inspectional 
activities.  The  number  of  inspections  per  month  will  vary,  based  upon  an  individual's  work  load 
distribution  and  the  complexitv  of  the  inspectional  assigned.

Given  the  preceding  work  load  analysis  and  distribution,  a  three  year  cross  training  plan  for 
professional  staff  was  developed:

Training  will  continue.

Some  of  the  cross  training  burden  will  be  assumed  by  senior  hazardous 
materials  staff  who  were  initially  trained  to  do  hazardous  waste  inspections. 
By  the  end  of  this  year  all  CUPA  staff  (except  new  hires)  will  be  fully  trained 
in  hazardous  materials  and  hazardous  waste  inspections. 

22.  NO  ADVERSE  EFFECT  UPON  THE  COUNTY 

Certification  as  a  Unified  Program  will  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  county,  in  as  much  as  the 
hazardous  waste,  hazardous  materials,  Section  103  of  Article  80  of  the  Fire  Code,  as  well  as 
underground  tanks,  have  already  been  operating  as  a  unified.  Application  for  Certification  has 
forced  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  closely  examine  its  organizational  structure  and  propose 
changes  which  would  streamline  operations  and  provide  opportunities  for  cross  training.  Close 
coordination  with  the  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  and  notification  of  planned  inspections 
for  those  facilities  having  above  ground  storage  tanks,  will  lead  to  greater  efficiency  and  will 
facilitate  the  process  of  compliance  for  businesses.  Since  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franci.sco  is 
taking  the  opportunity  of  application  for  certification  as  a  CUPA  to  refine  and  streamline  its  own 
internal  procedures,  businesses  will  ultimately  benefit. 

23.  DECREASE  IN  FR.\GMENTATION 

Since  a  unified  program  already  exists  in  San  Francisco,  there  will  be  no  noticeable  decrease  in 
fragmentation  for  businesses  located  in  the  City,  except  that  compliance  with  CUPA  program 
elements  will  be  facilitated  by  consolidation  and  streamlining  of  internal  Departmental  policies.

Mr.  Howard  Strassner  requested  that  the  Committee  send  a  motion  to 
Mayor  Jordan  regarding  user-fee  self  sufficiency  within  the  BEHM.  Mr. 
Barney  Popkin  developed  the  following  language  for  the  motion: 

The  San  Francisco  HMAC  endorses  the  Mayor's  objective  to  recover  costs 
of  services  from  the  Hazardous  Materials  and  Hazardous  V/aste  regulated 
community  as  good  fiscal  and  public  policy.  However,  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  should  understand  that  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  a 
fiill  100  percent  cost  recovery  of  Department  of  Public  Health  toxics 
services  because  many  of  these  functions  are  administrative,  research, 
documentation,  and  general  inspection  and  monitoring  without  a  specified 
accountable  or  chargeable  regulated  entity.  These  specific  functions 
include  for  example,  emergency  response,  inspection  of  businesses  that  do 
not  require  registration,  etc. 

The  Motion  passed  unanimously. 

III.      Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

The  amendment  to  the  Health  and  Safety  Ordinance,  scheduled  for  April 
11th,  will  now  be  heard  before  the  Committee  on  Health,  Safety  and  the 
Environment  at  its  April  25th  meeting.  The  State  audit  of  the  Underground 
Tank  program  will  be  performed  on  that  same  day.

II,  Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

Ms.  Sue  Cone  announced  that  there  will  be  a  workshop  next  Wednesday,  at  6:00 
P.M.,  regarding  UST  upgrade  requirements  necessar\'  for  1998. 

Ms.  Cone  will  meet  with  officials  from  San  Mateo  County  to  discuss  oversight  of 
the  clean-up  at  501  Tunnel  Avenue.  The  county  line  divides  the  property, 
leaving  the  jurisdiction  ambiguous. 

Ms.  Cone  gave  a  presentation  on  the  Current  Regulation  of  Acutely  Hazardous 
Materials,  comparing  two  businesses,  one  of  which  was  required  to  have  both 
AHM  and  RMPP  permitting.  She  then  discussed  a  proposed  ordinance  change  to 
eliminate  AHM  permitting.  It  is  duplicative,  costly  to  small  businesses  and  the 
regulations  in  the  RMPP  address  the  essentials  of  businesses  currently  requiring 
AHM  permits. 

III.  DPH  Update  -  Mr.  Ben  Gale 

The  CUPA  application  will  be  heard  before  the  Health  Commission  next  week 
and  is  then  expected  to  be  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supen-'isors. 

The  MIS  priority  list  has  been  completed  and  Mr.  Gale  will  present  it  to  the 
HMAC  at  next  month's  meeting.

Mr.  Gale  composed  a  statement  on  the  Consolidation  to  be  included  in  the  annual 
report.  The  comments  include  references  to  the  fact  that  funding  and  services 
have  not  diminished  due  to  the  consolidation. 

With  regard  to  enforcement,  fines  and  penalties  have  been  levied  against  the 
Fergosi  Paint  Company. 

Abandoned  hazardous  waste  was  discovered  at  a  site  on  Armstrong  Avenue.  The 
offices  of  the  DA  and  CA  are  working  together  with  the  DPH  in  abatement 
efforts  at  the  site.  This  situation  presents  a  huge  drain  of  the  Bureau's  resources. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  department's  history  there  will  be  public  health  nurses 
on-site  to  evaluate  symptoms  being  reported  after  emergencies.  The  Public 
Health  Officer  has  broad  authority  to  respond  to  emergencies,  according  to 
sections  of  State  Regulations  and  Local  Ordinances. 

IV.  Legislative  Update  -  Mr.  Neil  Gendel 

Mr.  Neil  Gendel  distributed  copies  of  a  proposed  resolution  authored  by 
Supervisor  Sue  Bierman.  The  proposed  legislation  urges  the  DPH  to  implement 
the  existing  Health  Code  section  1625.  Mr.  Gendel  moved  that  the  HMAC  send 
a  letter  of  support  for  the  document  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Motion 
failed  4  to  3. 

Mr.  Anthony  Sacco  moved  to  table  the  afore-mentioned  Motion.  This  Motion 
passed  4  to  3. 

Mr.  Barney  Popkin  moved  that  the  City  Attorney  be  invited  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  HMAC  in  order  to  explain  exactly  the  long  and  short  term  responsibilities 
of  the  Health  Officer. 

The  Motion  carried  unanimously. 

V.  Annual  Report  Discussion

Mr.  Steven  Medbery  introduced  Ms.  Kareub  Strandoo,  a  new  employee  of  the 
CAO's  Hazardous  Waste  Management  Program. 

II.        Hazardous  Materials  Program  Report  -  Sue  Cone 

Ms.  Sue  Cone  is  working  on  a  project  that  maps  toxics  all  over  the  City.  Ms. 
Cone  displayed  the  map  and  distributed  copies  of  a  documert  entitled.  "Partial 
Inventory  of  Toxic  Sites/factors  in  San  Francisco".  The  document  was  heard 
before  the  Health  Commission  at  its  December  5th  meeting.  The  project 
concentrates  mainly  on  the  Bayviev/ZHunters  Point  area.  There  is  a  series  of 
maps  referenced  by  zip  code  with  information  such  as  total  population,  toxic  air 
contaminant  sites,  number  of  power  plants,  etc. 
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The  project  was  prompted  by  the  approval  of  the  siting  for  a  power  plant  in 
Hunters  Point  and  by  the  Boai-d  of  Supervisors'  proposed  moratorium  on  toxics 
in  that  ai-ea.  Changes  in  zoning  codes  will  be  required  in  order  to  mitigate 
problems  that  this  study  may  identify. 

The  CUPA  application  will  be  heard  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today. 
Governor  Pete  Wilson  signed  SB  1107,  a  bill  that  enables  counties  to  apply  for 
exemptions  to  the  State  surcharge. 

III.  Emergency  Responsibilities  of  the  Health  Officer  -  Elaine  Warren.  CA 

Ms.  Elaine  Warren  reported  that  the  duties  of  the  Health  Officer  are  cited  in 
Business  Plan  Law  which  requires  counties  to  submit  to  the  State,  plans  for 
addressing  emergencies.  Health  Officers  have  the  authority  to  declare  an 
emergency.  The  State  has  no  limit  on  the  length  of  a  declared  emergency, 
however  the  City  must  renew  the  status  after  seven  days.  The  City  has  the 
authority  to  do  sampling  and  investigations  of  emergencies  and  also  has  the  right 
to  bill  the  responsible  party  for  clean-up.
